‘writing, speeches, meetings, conventions, 
leagues, elections, and controversy re - 


nf beve been but a 
meens Hy k amet adoption of the 
Terms a with Canada. For years 


this country bas gone throogh all the 
phases cf political agitation on that sub- 


ears was unanimous for Confed- 
eration; and aniike the Esstern Provin- 
ces of the Dominion, we can boast of an 
unani vote in favor of thé Union of 
British Colambia with the Dominion and 
in favor of the consolidation of all Brit 

ish North America. It was not that 


there was not room for differences of opiv- 


fon; for there was abundant material on 
whieh to ’ legitimate differences of 
Opinion. t to keep alive those differ- 
ences was to keep open the question of 
Vaion for a longer period than was desir- 
able for the common good: The temper 
of the pablic mind too demanded as ‘it 
hes always done immediate Union. To 
delay was to endanger the success of the 
greatest. question fraught with the most 
importént results that the Legislature of 
the Colony has ever been called to 
handle. Happily all parties by common 
consent agreed to accept the Terms ot 
Confederation as submitted. If any hed 
been disposed to the contrary, it would 
have ‘useless, for the Terme were 
presented in that form tbat to amend 
would bé' to jeopardise and delay the 
whole Hence the common verdict of 
thé communityie that the better course 
has been. adupted to let them pass as they 
came déwn from the Execative, We 
may thérefore congratulate the country, 
and perticularly those who have labored 
constantly for Confederation from the 
first, that enccees has crowned. their 
labore, “But above all it is a still greater 
gratification to Gud that those formerly 
enemies have become friends of Confeder- 
ation and assisted in bringing it to an 
unenimous and highly satisfactory con- 
clusion. “ The fivanciel aspect of the 
Terms pleces at the dispossl of the 
Local Government a surplas revenue 
on the basis.of the Estimates of 1871, 
smounting 10 $147,285. The es- 
timated vote this year exclusive of what 
the Deminion would bave.to meet in 
case we .were in the Confederation is 
-$236,000.. Hence our total local revenue 
including Surplas for 1871, amounts to 
$333,358. .This we must say is a very 
handsume revenue, and one which, if 
used properly must give the couotry s 
en entirely new start in prog and 
prosperity. Woe must sey therefore, that 
the Cunfederation movement that at ove 
time was consdered 80 dangerous by 
section of this community bas become its 
salvation, and bas raised the entire 
country to a financial and political posi- 
tion to which it could never have attain- 
ed by apy other means.

“Special Meeting. 


Last evening, by request. the Board of 
Delegates of the Victoria Fire artment 
met the members of the City Council at the 
Chambers, Broad: street, tor the purpose of 
devising ways and means for the permanent 
support of the Victoria Fire Department. 
His Worship the Mayor took the chair and 
stated the object for which the meeting was 
called, . " 

Mr. J. said that the Board of Dele- 
gates wished to meet the Council to give 
them any information they might require 
with regard to the expenses of the Depart- 
ment. He also stated that the present fire 
rate was inadequate for the support of the 
Department. 

Councillor McMillan wished to know how 
the $3,000 expenses connected with the De- 
partment was spent, and would like some 
mem f the Delegation to furnish the 
necessary information to the Council.

The Hun. Dr. Helmckep seconded the mo- 
tion, He said the terms would be discusse: 
in committee, . He had not the slizhtest doubt 
they would be accepted, bat the Delegates 
sood thre to receive the verdict of the 
Hvuuse on their conduct. That the Uanadian 
Government wou'd carry out the terms be 
expressed his nuqualitied belief. We have 
friends in that Government, He thomght the 
season of depression bad passed by. The 
Co'ony was notiu such a bad state as som: . 
people imagmed. He hoped te see in th 
futere no more depressiun, but continual 
prosperity. But, altnough the terms were 
not unfair, there seemed to be an impression 
that-witu those terms the Colony must be 
prosperous. He boped nobody exp cted to 
live on the Goveromentof Unanda — lt would 
be the duty of everybody to do all he cuald 
to advance the Duminwa, Un the ober 
aaud it wuuld be the duty of the people to 
agseri their vroper rights He had every 
reason to beliese ibe Vowminion Parliameu 
would listen ‘to all such matters. CU: ming 
from so gre«t a distance our velegates wou d 
have more influence than those nearer home 
‘ontedrration me nt the terms now before 
the House. Having received all we asked 
for, we were bound to acceptibem. In the 
future we might imagine a most #nythiag, 
ut be did pot think Confederation woulu 
bring any immediate prosperity Prosperi'y 
would come when, public works were putin 
»peration. In the me-ntime te hope! the 
people would be self-relingt. Prosperity de 
vends more up-n our people than upon Cou 
fedetation. We mugtal belp to mace Cana- 
da a great em;ire. He believed the terms 
would be carried out by the Canadian Gov- 
erowenft in theie integrity ; and be bud every 
faith in toat Government; and in Sir Gev 
Cartier and otber members or it we had 
friends Even their ew mies admitted thu 
what he promised he woald do. He 
heped the result would estisfy tne Muost ex- 
travagant notions anybody c. a.d en'ertaia. 

The terms, as greed upon between the 
Government of Canada and thé Delegates ot 
British C..lambia, were then taken up seriatim 
nad adupted as read and will be found else- 
where.

ADDRESS OF THE LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL OF B, C. 
TO THB QUESN. 
The followiag .is the draft of the ad- 
dress of the Government of British Cci- 
umba, to Her Majesty the Queen, asking 
admission, as a Province, into the Dominion 
of Canada, together with te Terms agreed 
upon vetween the Governments of Cunada 
and British Columbia, as passed by the 
Legislative Council yesterday : — 


To the Queen's Most Excellent Majesty. 
Most Graciovs Soveasiox i—We, Your 


the Members of the Legislative Council of 
British Colombia, in Coun il assemvied,,| 
humby approach Your“Majesty tor the pur- 
po-e of representing :— 

That, auring the last Session of the late 
Levislative Council, the subject of the udmis- 
sion of the Colovy of Hritish Cutumbia iato 
the Union or | ominion of Canada was taken 
nt» consideration and a Resolution on the 
Subject was agreed to, embudying the term: 
upon wich it was proposed that this Coluny 
should ener the Uniou; : 

That, aite~ she clove of the Session, Nele~ 
gvtes were sent by the Gorerument of this 
Colony tu Car ada, to confer with the Gov- 
ernment of the Dominion with respect to the 
dmission of Briish C lumbia inzo the 
Usi n, upon the terms proposed ; 

Tht, after con-iderab-e discussion by the 
Delegutes with the Members of the Govern- 
went of the Dominion of Canada, the Terms 
and Codditions bereiuafier speciied. were 
adopted by @ Uommittee uf the Privy Conaci. 
f Canada, and were by them reported to the 
Goveraor General for vis appr val; 

That such Terms were communicsted to 
the Government of this Colony by the Gover- 
nor General of Caneds. in a Despaten dated 
July Tih, 1:7 , and areas fullows :— | 

1. Caanda suull b. ule for the Debts and 
Linbélities o: British Columbia exis:ing at 
the time of the Union. 

2. British Columbia not having incurred 
debis «qual to those of the other Provinces 
n w consti uting the Dominion, shall be en- 
titled to receive, by half-yearly paymeuts in 
advance from the General Gove:oment, lu- 
terest mt the rate of five per cent. per annum 
o1 the difference between the actual amount 
of its indebt-dness at the aate of the Union, 
aad the indebteduess per bead of the pupula- 
tron of Nova Scotia and New runswi k 
($27 77), the population uf British Columbia 
being t-ken a 60,000. 

3. The following sums shall be paid by
